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Involvement One of Key 
Factors in Student Retention

This story is part three is a series of six 
examining UNO’s retention and 
recruitment problems. Next issue: UNO’s 
social scene. 

As a part of the University of Nebraska, 
UNO has long suffered as the Rodney 
Dangerfield of higher education in the state. 

In the 1970s and 1980s the university was 
often known by less-than-flattering nick~ 
names that alluded to UNO’s status as a com- 
muter campus and often led to a lack of re- 
spect for the university in the eyes.of the com- 
munity and some students. 

In a Gateway story Tuesday, students noted 
the lack of a typical college atmosphere at 
UNO as a reason for the low retention rate at 
the university. 

“National statistics show that students in- 
volved on campus have a higher retention 


rate,” said Guy Conway, director of the Milo 
Bail Student Center. 

Conway said he hopes the newly-remod- 
eled Student Center will help serve as a fo- 
cus for campus involvement and solve some 
of the university’s problems with retention. 

Before the renovations began, student or- 
ganizations were spread across campus in 
several buildings, making it-harder for stu- 
dents to find an organization, Conway said. 
He noted the Gateway’s former offices in 
annex 26 as an example of .a student 
organization’s location that was not benefi- 
cial to involvement. 

He said the newspaper's new location in 
the Student Center has helped increase par- 
ticipation on the student newspaper. 

“Now students are hanging out more in 
the building,” he said. “I think you see more

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Results conflict theories

The 1996 election in Omaha did not tum out 
exactly as UNO geography graduate student Chris 
Poulsen and Michael Peterson, UNO professor of 
geography, envisioned it would. 

Not that Poulsen and Peterson were necessarily 
pulling for one candidate over another. They were 
actually rooting for their World Wide Web page. 

Poulsen and Peterson created a World Wide Web 
page that, along with showing the results, by pre- 
cinct, of the 1994 elections in Omaha, made pre- 
dictions for the 1996 elections. 

The web page contains color maps of Omaha 
divided into election presincts. In addition to docu- 
menting the results of the 1994 election, the maps 
illustrate statistics for each precinct, including party 
affiliation of voters, voter turnout, and traditional 
party strongholds. 

For the 1996 elections Peterson and Poulsen 
decided to make predictions based on the election 
results in 1994, By studying the voting patterns in 
each precinct in 1994, they attempted to guess how 
each precinct would vote this year in both the race 
for senator and representative. 

Gov. Ben Nelson, the Democratic candidate for 
U.S. Senate, did not do as well as expected east of 
72nd; which has traditionally been a stronghold for 
the Democratic Party. “Nelson has always been 
pretty popular,” Poulsen said, looking at the results 
from key precincts east of 72nd Street. “I just don’t 
know what happened.” 

Peterson and Poulsen, according to their pre-

diction map, were expecting Nelson to hold much 
of the eastern half of Omaha, while making some 
inroads i irito the largely Republican west, especially 
on the northern and southent redges of the city. 

_The opposite was the case, Nelson’s opponent, 
Chuck Hagel; was able to.win a number of pre- 
cincts east oF 72nd Street, particularly -between 
Blondo and Grover streets. 

Peterson and Poulsen based their prediction for 
the Nelson/Hagel race on the results from the 1994 
Senate race, which pitted Sen. Bob Kerrey against 
Jan Stoney. In that election, Kerrey won all but 
two precincts east of 72nd Street, and was able to 
win about half of the precincts west of 72nd. 

“We likened him (Nelson) to Kerrey,” said 
Peterson. “We knew he wouldn't do quite as well 
as Kerrey, but we thought he'd be comparable.” 

Poulsen said he thought Nelson would have a 
good chance of winning those precincts which sup- 
ported Kerrey with 57 percent of the vote or more. 

While a little disappointed that their predictions . 
were not completely accurate, Poulsen and Peterson 
are still interested in the things their maps can tell 
them. at 

“Most cities have a donut-shaped ring,” “said 
Peterson, referring to the way a partisan breakdown’ 
of most cities looks on a map, “but Omaha js a 
river town so that’s why you have things like Tand 
street.”

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California Voters Approve Prop 209

SACRAMENTO—A bitter campaign over 
affirmative action ended Nov. 5 with the pas- 
sage of Proposition 209, a California measure 
that bans preferences for women and minori- 
ties in all state hiring and university admis- 
sions. 

The controversial ballot measure won 55 
percent to 44 percent, making California the 
first state in the nation to ban affirmative ac- 
tion programs. 

Nevertheless, a day after Proposition 209's 
passage, there were signs that heated ex- 
changes over the divisive issue were far from 
over. 


At the University of California-Berkeley, 
about 300 students marched in protest, carry- 
ing a sign that said “Fuck the System, Revolt 
Against 209.” 

“Some people actually think that {its pas- 
sage] will provoke even more discussion,” 
said Ryan Tate, news editor for Berkeley’s The 
Daily Californian, which endorsed Proposi- 
tion 209. 

Hundreds of angry students led protests, 
many ending with arrests, when the UC board 
of regents voted in 1995 to drop affirmative- 
action policies throughout UC’s nine-campus 


system. 

Supporters of the ban gathered enough sig- 
natures to place the measure on the Novem- 
ber ballot, allowing voters to decide the issue. 

UC President Richard C. Atkinson said the 
campaiga had prompted “extraordinarily di- 
visive and passionate” debate but that now it 
is time to move on. 

“Now we must also look to the broader is- 
sue of how, in light of Proposition 209, we 
can best fulfill our responsibilities as a public 
university in the nation’s most ethnically and 
culturally diverse state,” he wrote in a letter

activities. SPO (Student Programming Orga- 
nization) is doing a lot more in the Student 
Center. | think more people are getting in- 
volved.”

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Flying Mavs Soar 
in Competition

Twice a week, a group of dedicated UNO students pull 
themselves out of a groggy stupor to fly. 

Beginning at 5:30 a.m., the 15 members of UNO’s Inter- 
collegiate Flight Team “The Flying Mavs” work to perfect 
their skills in aviation events in the air and on the ground. 
The skills they develop will be used in competitions against 
other aviation programs around the country. 

The Flying Mavs took part in one such competition, the 
National Intercollegiate Flying Association (NIFA) Region 
VI Safecon Flight Competition, October 15-19, in Salina, 
Kansas. Region VI consists of Oklahoma, Kansas, Missouri 
and Nebraska. The team placed second in the team ground 
events and fifth for overall team standing. 

Seth Dokter placed fourth in the top pilot competition. 
Dokter also won individual medals in computer accuracy, 
aircraft pre-flight, simulated cross country flight, and cross 
country navigation. Terje Stoneman placed in cross country 
navigation, flight simulator, simulated comprehensive avia- 
tion navigation, and short field landing. Tak Yamamoto 
medaled in computer accuracy and aircraft pre-flight. Adrian 
Hernandez placed in computer accuracy. Scott Vlasek re- 
ceived a medal in power off landing. Steve Ryberg placed in 
aircraft recognition, 

“The team came in 5th overall out of nine schools com- 
peting,” said co-captain Scott Vlasek, “We weren't far from 
the top three, so we were close to making nationals.” 

The top three teams from each region qualify for the na- 
tional competition, held in the Spring. Last year, the UNO 
Flying Mavs qualified for the NIFA National Championship 
Competition, where they won several team and individual 
awards. 

“One of the premier events (in NIFA competitions) is the 
navigation event,” said Vlasek. Stoneman placed in this event 
for UNO. In the navigation event, teams consisting of two 
people are given latitude and longitude points. They must 
plot them out.” 

Stoneman was partnered with Hernandez. 

“I planned the flight and Adrian (Hernandez) tells me 
where I am and were I need to be,” said Stoneman. “He keeps

me on track.” 

UNO’s Flying Mavs are also a diverse group, counting sev- 
eral international students among their ranks. “We have two 
members from Japan, and one from Singapore. There are two 
females on the team, too,” said faculty advisor and professor 
of Aviation Denny Acheson. 

“The team has grown considerably,” team coach Jon Hiles 
said. “We've gone from four members to fifteen members.” 

The reasons for flying on the team are just as diverse. 
Stoneman said he has always been around planes (his father 
is in the Air Force). “I’m not athletically talented,” he said, 
“so I like flying.”

Students Make Extra Cash 
Helping with Medical Tests

These days college students are selling more than just their 
plasma. 

Over the past few years, volunteer medical testing has be- 
come an increasingly popular way to make money without 
actually working. Pharmaceutical companies pay research 
companies big money to test their drugs on healthy volun- 
teers. According to Harris Labs, a Lincoln-based research 
company with a lab here in Omaha, all of the drugs have al- 
ready been approved by the Federal Drug Administration. 

“The FDA is looking for how the drugs react with the body. 
These drugs are often already marketed medication. It could 
be something that you've got a prescription for, and maybe 
now their looking to maybe transfer them to over-the-counter 
products,” said Jim Chickoracki , Manager of Technical Com- 
munications at Harris Labs, “We're trying to make sure that 
the dosage form is the right amount of the drug to be given 
over the counter. Some drugs are tested to make sure they 
don’t react with other drugs, All of this is under the supervi- 
sion of the FDA. There’s never any risk during any of these 
Studies.” 

Chichoracki said Harris looks for a variety of qualities in 
test subjects, depending on the study. Generally, the patient 
need only be healthy. However, depending on the tests, there 
can be height, weight, age or gender requirements. “We're 
doing a lot more studies in older adults because of new for- 


mulations for the senior citizens,” Chickoracki said. “Most of 


our studies are for people between 20 and 40, but we do in- 
volve people up to 75.” Harris usually has between five and 
20 studies going on at one time. A typical study requires eight 
to 20 people. 

The length of a study varies from test to test. In most cases, 
the test only lasts one or two weekends, but sometimes they 
last about a week. In very rare cases, the tests can last up to 45 
days. The volunteer is confined to the Harris’ facilities during 
the entire period. 

Harris Labs does get a lot of repeat subjects, Chickoracki 
said. “A lot of people who do studies with us here enjoy doing 
the studies, not only for the financial benefit but for the people 
they meet. So we end up with a lot of people who are calling 
in, asking about what studies are coming up next. We have 
many participants who made many thousands of dollars that 
can go towards paying off their credit cards, gifts for the holi- 
days. People come to count on this kind of supplemental in- 
come pretty regularly, so we have a number of people who 
come back time and time again.” 

And people really do go back for the people they meet. 
Take, for instance, Robin Seagren and Matt Dufner who, ac- 
cording to a Dallas Morning News article, met in an Austin 
clinic while testing an anti-fungal drug. Not only did they make 
$2000 as human guinea pigs, they fell in love and got mar- 
ried, 

Sometimes it pays to say “yes” to drugs. 


Dwarf mice live longer in study 


Shorter People May Live Longer

LONDON (Reuter) - Shorter people may have the last 
laugh, according to new research which suggests a link be- 
tween height and life expectancy. 

U.S. scientists found that dwarf mice with a hormone defi- 
ciency lived up to twice as long as mice of normal size. 

The key seemed to be a lack of growth hormone. In other 
studies, mice with an excess of hormone were found to have 
had their lifespan reduced by premature ageing. 

In a letter to the science journal Nature, the researchers 
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led by Holly Brown-Borg from North Dakota University in 
Grand Forks, wrote: “Small breeds of dogs and horses tend to 
live longer than larger breeds, and shorter people may live 
fonger than taller people from the same population.” 

The team compared 28 normal and 34 dwarf mice which 
were kept in the same conditions and fed the same food. They 
found the dwarfs lived much longer, with adifference of more 
than 350 days for males and more than 470 days for females. 
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Symptomless STDs 
Often Undetected, 
More Prevalent

ome Sexually Transmitted Diseases (STDs) have no 

symptoms. The existence of AIDS has created 

increased awareness of STDs, but certain STDs have 
become especially prevalent because they display no obvious 
symptoms in many people. They may also go undetected in rou- 
tine medical exams, because physicians generally do not test for 
even the most common STDs unless the patient specifically re- 
quests. 

Chlamydia is the most commonly reported STD in the United 
States, according to the U.S. Centers for Disease Control (CDC). 
Because chlamydia displays no symptoms in three out of four 
females and one out of four males, an indeterminable number of 
unreported cases exist. Gonorrhea is the second most commonly 
transmitted STD, and is similarly difficult to detect. Both dis- 
eases are easily curable with antibiotics, but must be identified 
by a physician before treatment can begin. 

Kathy Tollefsrud, director of education for Omahiw/Council 
Bluffs Planned Parenthood said many women undergo an an- 
nual pelvic exam, not realizing that many health care providers 
do not test for commonly transmitted STDs as part of the exam,

They may mistakenly believe that a negative Pap smear (a tis- 
sue test which identifies cell abnormalities associated with cer- 
vical cancer) indicates that they have no STD. Physicians may 
ask STD risk assessment questions as part of a pelvic exam, but 
ifno STD symptoms are present, the patient is usually presented 
with a clean bill of health. 

“You have to be a partner in your own health care. You have 
to be tested if you have any reason to suspect you muy be at 
risk,” Tollefsrud said. 

Some risk factors are new sex partners, multiple sex part- 
ners, unfaithful partners, and inconsistent condom use, Tollefsrud 
said. She said the only ways to prevent the transmission of STDs 
are abstinence, “total, absolute monogamy,” and consistent con- 
dom use. “A lot of it is in your control, some of it is not. This is 
an issue that touches a lot of emotions.” 

STDs left untreated can cause infertility and cancers of the 
reproductive organs in both men and women, and pelvic inflam- 
matory disease in women. 

ASTD carrier can transmit an STD unknowingly, and carri- 
ers who have multiple sex partners or do not use condoms con- 
sistently contribute to the increasing numbers of infected indi- 
viduals, according to CDC statistics. 

College-age individuals are at a particularly high risk for STD 
because of sexual behaviors common to that age group, espe- 
cially multiple sex partners and inconsistent condom use, ac- 
cording to the CDC. 

“People in that age group have usually not found their life 
partner yet. They’ re usually dating. Developmentally, that’s nor- 
mal and good. They are getting an idea about what they really 
want — that, quite frankly, is trial and error,” Tollefsrud said. “A 
lot of times sex is part of dating. Chances are they will have 
more than one partner.” 

_ Tollefsrud stresses that despite the risks of STD among young 
singles, she does not think young people need to retrain from 
dating as long as they practice safer sex. 

“YT hate to be a messenger of bad news,” she said. “Have 
fun...but use your head. Dating should be fun, or why else do 
it?” Tollefsrud emphasizes that both men and women should be 
tested for STDs if they have engaged in risky sexual behavior, 
even if they do not have symptoms of STDs. “You have to be 
tested if you have any reason to suspect you may be at risk,” she 
said. “Men are much more likely to experience symptoms than 
women are because of their anatomy, but men should get check- 
ups too if they have any reason for concern.” , 
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Attention Deficit Disorder Affects Young, Old

Both adults and children are affected 
by Attention Deficit Disorder (ADD). 
Between 6 to 8 percent of all children, 
and 3 to 4 percent of all adults are af- 
fected by ADD. Of these 70 to 80 per- 
cent can be treated effectively with medi- 
cation. 

Thomas Brown, Ph.D., addressed 
about 300 people Saturday during his 
talk, “Why Can’t Johnny (or John, Sr.) 
Pay Attention” at the Georgetowne Club 
near 141st Circle and Arbor Streets. 

Brown said ADD used to be referred to as “hyperactivity” 
which people think of as “kids who couldn’t sit still, shut up 
and cooperate.” 

In the 1980s researchers found that ADD could exist with- 
out hyperactivity. He said these people “can’t pay attention 
even without hyperactivity.” 

He said ADD is often thought of as ‘a problem of little 
kids and mostly little boys,” but girls are also affected. Among 
children males are three times as likely as girls to be affected. 
However, among adults, as many women as men are affected 
by the disorder. 

He said symptoms of ADD are inattention, impulsiveness 
and hyperactivity. He called these the “holy trinity” of ADD. 
Although the three together are symptomatic, a person with 
ADD may not necessarily have all three symptoms, they may 
have just two of the symptoms or even just one. 

Inattention, he said, will usually cause the most trouble for 
people. : 

He described inattention as having problems staying tuned. 
He compared inattention to a “car radio that will drift in and 
out.”

Additionally, people with ADD are overwhelmed by 
stimuli, “it’s like watching four different channels.” 

People with symptoms of hyperactivity have “two speeds- 
full speed ahead and asleep,” said Brown. 

About half of all children with ADD will Jose the disorder 
as they grow into adulthood. However, half of those affected 
by ADD as children will be affected as adults. 

ADD cross cuts all socioeconomic levels and all intelli- 
gence levels. “I treat people who are doctors, lawyers,” Brown 
said, “It has nothing to do with how smart you are.” 
However, the disorder seems to be hereditary. “It tends to run 
in families,” said Brown. He said it can be particularly diffi- 
cult when more than one person in the family has the disor- 
der. 

Brown said that people tend to lose their hyperactivity as 
they get older, but the difficulty paying attention continues. 

He said ADD sometimes isn’t identified until the person is 
in the fifth, sixth or seventh grade. He said that sometimes a 
person will “cruise through” the first few grades, and are not 
identified until the subject matter increases in difficulty and 
the disorder becomes a real problem. 


Symptoms can vary. He said 
some patients he’s seen have 
had difficulty getting activated 
to start the day. For example 
they might have trouble sicep- 
ing; even when the bodies tired 
the mind is wide awake. 

He named five symptoms - 
getting organized to begin the 
day, difficulty paying attention, 
difficulty completing tasks, 
chronic irritability and difficul- 
ties with short term memory. 

Brown said a person with ADD may have difficulty pay- 
ing attention most of the time, but not necessarily all of the 
time. 

“Everybody who has ADD has a few activities where they 
can pay attention just fine,” said Brown. As an example Brown 
said sometimes a parent will bring in their child and say ‘the 
teacher says she can’t pay attention, but that’s not true, we’ ve 
seen her play Ninetendo.’ 

“H's not a will power thing even though it appears that 
way,” Brown said. It doesn’t matter how much the person with 
ADD tells himself “I want to, I need to, I should,” he said. 

Brown said everyone has some ADD symptoms some of 
the time. “Everyone has these problems some of the time, but 
when it impairs functioning that’s when we make a diagno- 
sis,” Brown said. ; 

Brown said that 70 to 80 percent of adults and children 
with ADD can be effectively treated by medication. He said 
medications that have been around for some time and seem to 
work include, stimulants (such as Dexedrine, Ritalin, and 
Cylert), some anti-depressants and others.
